This is tne ziory of the fundauental 
character of Our Bapire, and nerein also lies the source 
of Our education. Ye, Our subjects, be filial to your parents, 
affectionate to your prothers und sisters; as nusbands and 
wives be haraonicus, @5 fricnuds *rue; bear yourselves in 
modesty and noderetion; eyvend your benevolence to all; 
pursué learning and eultivate arts, and tnieveoy develop 
intellectual fucuitics and perfect oral powers; further- 
more advance public good and promote co.mon interests; 
always respect the Constitution and observe the laws; should 
emergency arise, offer yourselves courageously to the State; 
and thus guard and maintain the prosperity of Our Laperial 
Throne coeval with heeven and earth, So snall ye not only 
be Our good and faithful subjects, but render illustrious 
the best traditions of your forefuthers. 


The Way here set forth is indeed tue teaching oequeatined 
by Our Imperial ancestors, to be observed alike by Tucir 
Decendants and the gubjects, {afallible for all ages and true 
in all places. It is Our wish to lay it to aeart in all 
reverence, in common with you, Our subjects, that we wey 
all thus attain to the same virtue.
